On September 7 coaches Robert Scott, 
Paul Kailey, William Cousins, and Joe 
Roderick began the battle to get fifty-five 
boys into the shape of a football team. 
A few days of sweat, toil, and helpful but 
sometimes resented advice soon separated 
the first squad from the reserves and the 
reserves from the jayvees, and the team 
soon became oriented in the fine art of 
successfully working as a unit instead of 
as individuals. 

The Huskies' first game, which was 
against Mexico at Bethel, was a 12-6 loss. 
The more experienced Pintos had trouble 
overpowering the Huskies but were finally 
able to cinch the game. Quarterback Scott 


Cummings scored the only Husky touch- 
down after a 46-yard march in a game 
that was disappointing but valuable for 
the sake of experience. 

The next game, Gould vs. Bridgton on 
Parents' Day, was a different story. The 
Huskies completely overpowered the weak 
Bridgton team at every point. Melville 
scored at the end of a 68-yard march in 
the first quarter. Rice topped off a 60- 
yard drive with a touchdown in the second 
quarter; Cummings scored in the second; 
Gould scored a safety and a touchdown in 
the third and topped the game with two 
touchdowns in the fourth, breezing over 
Bridgton 41-0 and giving the parents a 
pleasing show. 
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Next Gould traveled to South Paris to 
meet the unbeaten Cardinals. Here the 
game was a duel between the air attack 
of Gould and the ground attack of power- 
ful Paris. Cummings accounted for both 
of Gould’s touchdowns with a line plunge 
and a pass to Scattergood. The hard- 
fought game was a credit to the Huskies 
even though they lost 14-12. 

The Huskies next met undefeated but 
outclassed St. Ignatius for the first time 
and romped 47-0 in a clearly one-sided 
match. Parent scored three times for the 
Huskies and Alex Foster twice. Don Rice 
and Dick Moody accounted for the other 
scores, Cummings contributing to all the 
touchdowns with fine passing and run- 
ning. St. Ignatius never once seriously 
threatened to score. 

In a very exciting game, Gould next 
played to a 6-6 deadlock with the Norway 
Rams. With all the scoring done in the 
final six minutes of the game, the Rams 
scored on a 7 5 -yard drive, and Steve 
Parent retaliated with a 30-yard touch- 
down three plays before the final gun. 
Both teams played well. 

In possibly Gould's best game of the 
season, the Huskies nearly upset the un- 
defeated Lisbon Greyhounds but couldn't 
quite find the power, losing 13-7 by a 
last minute Lisbon score. Gould, led by 
Cummings’ passing, was in control for 
most of the game, both offensively and de- 


fensively, but was beaten by bad breaks 
and an aggressive Lisbon team. Cummings 
and Melville accounted for Gould’s hard- 
earned seven points in the first quarter. 

In the last game of the season, Gould 
whipped Fryeburg, who hasn’t beaten the 
Huskies since 1944, by a score of 19-7. 
Foster, Parent, Cummings, and Melville 
were instrumental in Gould’s victory with 
touchdowns, key passes, and bonus points. 
A fumble in the second quarter made 
Fryeburg’s one touchdown possible after 
a 42-yard march. 

The Huskies left the field and the sea- 
son with a record of 3-3-1 and many 
happy memories. The seniors were a little 
sad when they took off their familiar uni- 
forms, some for the last time ever. A sea- 
son such as this is a credit to a team of 
hard-working boys and is one that will be 
proudly but nostalgicly remembered by 
those that are coming to the end of the best 
years of their lives. 

Congratulations to all the boys who 
received letters, the coaches, and the man- 
agers, and to those who didn’t earn a 
letter — you will be next year’s starters so 
keep fighting.

On Thursday, September 7, some 
twenty cross country candidates reported 
to the field house for practice, beginning 
a rigorous but successful season. Mr. 
Vogt, the new coach, put the boys through 
two weeks of rugged practice sessions be- 
fore the first meet was held with Frye- 
burg. Enthusiasm was high, and spirit 
was excellent, all adding to an over- 
whelming victory over an outclassed 
Fryeburg squad by a perfect score, 15-50, 
a rarity in cross country. 

The squad was led by five returning 
lettermen: Fred Judkins, Fred Lincoln, 
Paul Calef, Alan Ring, and Rupert 
Grover. Veterans returning from last 
year's squad were Dan Grover, Lee Wil- 
bur, and Rick Wyman. Rounding out the 
order were some fine new recruits includ- 
ing Ed Tibbetts, George Damone, Chris 
Angevine, Tim Brooks, Ralph Jackson, 


Dick Jacobs, Arthur Hammond, Richard 
Lapham, Clarence Remington, Steve 
Saunders, and Bob Swain. Dave Lom- 
bard, the manager, in addition to the 
above named, helped to create a well bal- 
anced squad which fared well in state- 
wide competition. 

The second meet of the season was held 
on October 4 at Mexico in a triangular 
affair with Phillips, defending class “S” 
champions, and Mexico. The Huskies had 
little trouble, however, by taking six out 
of the first seven places. Gould got a 
lucky break when Larry Ellis, a Phillips 
runner, who was leading in the first half 
of the race, took a wrong turn on the 
rugged 2.9 mile course and had to settle 
for third place behind Fred Judkins and 
Ed Tibbetts, the former finishing in the 
fine time of 14:34, only a second ahead of 
Tibbetts. Gould took the next four places 
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with Paul Calef finishing fourth, Alan 
Ring fifth, Dan Grover sixth, and Fred 
Lincoln in seventh position. 

On Tuesday afternoon, October 11, the 
squad made it four straight victories by 
humbling Portland High School, former 
class “L” champions, to the tune of 
19-44, the lowest score winning in this 
grueling sport. Ed Tibbetts took first 
place honors by covering the 2.6 mile 
course in 14 minutes and 37 seconds, out- 
lasting John Ives of Portland in a close 
duel. The hosts again bunched the fin- 
ishers in taking seven out of the first eight 
places, with Fred Judkins third, Captain 
Paul Calef fourth, Fred Lincoln fifth, 
Alan Ring sixth, Dan Grover seventh, and 
George Damone eighth. 

Running on one of the coldest days of 
the season with a steady rain plaguing the 
thinclads, the Huskies easily took a tri- 
meet with Phillips Academy and Bridg- 
ton High School, with another near per- 
fect score. Ed Tibbetts again bested 
Butch Ellis, Phillips' ace runner, in 13:23 
on the home course; Fred Judkins finished 
third, followed by Dan Grover, Paul 
Calef, Alan Ring, and Fred Lincoln in 
that order. Bridgton, a school competing 
in cross country for the first time this year, 
found the competition a little too rough 
for them, managing to get only one in the 
top ten. 


On October 25 an unfortunately over 
confident squad traveled to Hebron where 
they tasted defeat for the first time of the 
season, the score being Hebron 19 and the 
Huskies 42. Bob Babcock of Hebron won 
the race in 13:48 over the 2.5 mile course. 
Alan Ring and Paul Calef were the only 
other Gould competitors to finish in the 
first ten, placing 8th and 9th respectively. 

On Thursday, November 3, a well 
balanced Gould Academy cross country 
team walked off with third place medals 
in the state meet held on the University 
of Maine campus in Orono. The Gould 
team was nipped by Piscataquis and Gor- 
ham, the winner. Ed Tibbetts covered 
the rain soaked 2.5 mile course, finishing 
in eighth place. He was followed by 
teammates Fred Judkins in 19th position, 
Alan Ring 21st, Dan Grover 33rd place, 
and Paul Calef in 44th position to com- 
plete the scoring for Gould. Fred Lincoln 
was 50th and George Damone wound 
up 72nd.

With junior ace Dick York hurl- 
ing a neat four-hitter and his teammates 
punching across seven runs, the Gould 
nine broke back into the win column with 
a seven to five win. Again Doug Rice 
provided the big blow, a towering home 
run in the first inning. 

Friday, May 20, at Paris: Again Gould 
was on the short end, as Paris proved their 
superiority with an impressive seven to 
five win. Although the Huskies out hit 
the Paris lads twelve to five, they could 
not put together any one big rally. The 
Cardinals' defense again played a big part 
in the victory. The win almost assured 
the hosts the Western Maine Conference 
Championship. 

Thursday, May 26, Norway: A neat 
seven hit pitching performance by Dave 
Stowell produced a lopsided twenty to 
four victory. Stowell got strong hitting 
support from all his teammates as they 
banged out fifteen hits. The big guns 
were Owen Melville and Doug Rice, who 
collected four hits apiece. Jeff Hutchins, 


as usual, turned in a fine defensive game. 

Friday, June 3, at Mexico: Again re- 
lief ace Dick York was called upon to pro- 
vide for the victory. After the Pintos 
rallied for a three to two lead in the 
fourth, York made his appearance and held 
the hosts in check the rest of the way. A 
two-run fifth pulled the home forces 
through. A Pinto rally fell short in the 
last inning as the Gould defense held. 

Saturday, June 4, at Bridgton: While 
the Huskies traveled to Bridgton to close 
out their W.M.C., their hopes of ending 
it in a winning way were dampened when 
their opponents jumped off to a ten to 
nothing lead in the first two innings. 
Again the Gould defense failed to hold as 
the Bridgton lads scored as a result of the 
many errors. 

With the 1960 schedule already com- 
pleted, the Huskies still had one task to 
finish, to face the always tough alumni 
team. The return of the 1950 State 
Champ team was to be the big attraction. 
While Ronnie Kendall gathered as many 
of the '50 team members as he could, a 
few other alumni recruits were placed on 
the tough alumni team. Although Ron- 
nie Kendall could not make the occasion 
because of a sudden addition to the fam- 
ily, much thanks is issued for his work 
to produce such worthy opponents for the 
varsity lads. Those returning from the 
1950 team were as follows: Dick Mar- 
shall, shortstop; Bob Hamilton, right- 
field; Charles Smith, leftfield; and Clint 
Mason, pitcher. Also representing the 
alumni team were the following: Bud 
Kneeland ('45), Dave Willard (’56), 
Jim Hill, Captain (’58), Kermit Allen 
(’45), Tim Richardson (’57), Dick 
Saunders (’58), Bob Felt (’59), Herb 
Adams (’54), Carl Wight (’46), and A1 
Summer (’59).

Spring of 1960 found Coaches Rod- 
erick and Scott busily assembling the 
Gould track team. They soon discovered 
that they had several individual stars but 
lacked depth in some events, particularly 
the sprints and the high jump. 

Gould’s first meet of the season was 
with Stephens High at Rumford. Here 
Gould succumbed to a powerful Rumford 
team, led by Fran Bedard, who racked up 
more than his share of points. The fea- 
tured events of the afternoon were the 
mile run, in which Gould's Don Ange- 
vine placed second to Rumford's Mc- 
Dougal, and the half-mile run, in which 
Angevine grabbed first place, followed by 
McDougal. Pete Karpowich, Mike Hath- 
away, Don Angevine, and Fred Lincoln 


all starred for Gould. 

The following Saturday, May 8, Gould 
faced Farmington on home grounds. Per- 
haps defeat a week earlier spurred the 
Gould team on to a resounding victory, 
or possibly Farmington’s team was actu- 
ally as bad as it seemed; whatever the 
reason, Gould won the meet 103 to 14, 
taking every first and sweeping several 
events. Pete Karpowich paced Gould with 
firsts in the pole vault, high hurdles, and 
440 yard dash. John Kelley, winning 
the high jump and javelin, and Don An- 
gevine, capturing the mile and half-mile, 
were also big winners for Gould. 

After a free week-end Gould returned 
to Rumford on May 21 to defend its long- 
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held Oxford County track title. The 
tables were turned this time, though, and 
Gould was again forced to settle for a sec- 
ond place to Rumford's first. Bedard 
again showed well for Rumford, while 
Don Angevine and Captain John Todd 
led the Gould point-getters. 

On May 28 the Gould track team 
journeyed to Bates College in Lewiston to 
protect its Androscoggin Valley track 
title. Gould proved its consistency by 
again placing second to a well-balanced 
Stephens High team and surrendering its 
Andy Valley title to them. Lewiston was 
third, followed by Edward Little and 
Morse. 

Pete Karpowich, Mike Hathaway, and 
Don Angevine picked up Gould's firsts 
in the pole vault, discuss, and half-mile 
respectively. John Kelley, Captain Todd, 
Jim Bennett, Jim Weston, Fred Lincoln, 
Stan Clark, and Ed Tibbetts also picked 
up valuable points, as did the Gould relay 
team, in competition for the first time. 


After spending the night of June 3 
in Pittsfield, the Gould team continued on 
to Bangor for the State Track Meet. 
Winslow High, last year's champion, re- 
peated their well-balanced performance 
this year with Gould capturing second 
place. Don Angevine grabbed Gould's 
only first place wins with his victories in 
the mile and half-mile runs. Pete Karpo- 
wich and Fred Lincoln also performed 
well in several events. Gould’s relay team 
in its second outing ran a split second be- 
hind the state record, but this was only 
good enough for second place. 

Although Gould won only one track 
meet, it placed second in the other four 
and has every right to be proud of its 
record. 

The spring of 1961 will find Coaches 
Roderick and Scott again assembling a 
track team, captained by John Kelley, and 
they have every right to look forward to 
another successful season.

The team was blessed this year in hav- 
ing returning lettermen, Fred Lincoln, 
Nelson Smith, Jay Langley, Pete Davis 
and Captain Bill Call.

When the results had 
been carefully re-figured, Gould was de- 
clared the winner by four-tenths of a 
point.

Gould won the giant 
slalom, but the slalom was their downfall. 
In the jumping the Huskies picked up two 
and one half points, but it was not enough. 

Friday, January 27, was a bad day for 
the Gould team. Edward Little defeated 
them badly in the giant slalom. The 
Huskies were able to pick up a couple 
points in the slalom, but E.L.'s five point 
lead in the cross country seemed to be the 
deciding factor. Gould picked up only a 
half point in the jumping. E. L. won the 
meet by six points. 

When the boys traveled to Kennett the 
following week, they were out for blood. 
The boys made a fine showing at the Al- 
pine events on Friday afternoon, with Jay 
Langley a double winner. Despite adverse 
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weather conditions, the Huskies finished in 
first place with Fred Lincoln, Steve 
Saunders, Ed Tibbetts, Jay Langley, 
Steve Parent, and Nelson Smith, first, 
fourth, fifth, eighth, ninth and twelfth, 
respectively. Gould did well in the jump- 
ing, and defeated both Kennett and Han- 
over by a comfortable ten points. 

On Friday, February 10, the Huskies 
picked up a six point lead in the State 
Championships. Gould won the giant 
slalom by getting four of the top six 
places. In the cross country Fred Lincoln 
was state champ while Gould won the 
event by almost a point. In the slalom 
Jay Langley became our second state 
champ. Gould lost four points in the 
jumping, but their ten point lead offset 
this, and they won by six points. 

On Friday, February 17, Steve Parent 
became the New England giant slalom 
champion. He was backed by Langley’s 
second, Corriveau’s seventh and Wyman's 
ninth. E. L.’s strong cross country team 
turned the tide in their favor Friday after- 
noon. Gould’s top finishers were Lincoln, 
fifth, and Saunders, thirteenth. Saturday 
morning Gould cleaned up the slalom with 


Langley, Parent, and Call, first, second, 
and sixth, respectively. Corriveau, Wy- 
man and Saunders finished in that order, 
all with outstanding runs. In the jump- 
ing Saturday afternoon, Davis finished 
third, Parent seventh and Lincoln tenth. 
Gould won the New England Champion- 
ships by eight points. Steve Parent of 
Gould was named New England Ski- 
meister. 

This was the first year in Gould’s his- 
tory that it had a J.V. squad. Many 
thanks go to all who participated and 
aided in getting this team organized. They 
had a good season, thanks to the efforts of 
their coach, Mr. Barth. 

Many thanks are extended to Coach 
Paul Kailey for his help and also to all 
those who made the home meets success- 
ful. This year the team is losing Fred 
Lincoln, Jeff Hutchins, and Captain Bill 
Call. In spite of the loss, Gould’s future 
prospects look good. The best of luck to 
the team and Captain-elect Steve Saunders 
next winter.

In a free-scoring and fast-moving game 
at Bridgton on December 15, the Gould 
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Academy Huskies lost a thriller by the 
score of 63 to 58. Ken Whitney with 25 
set the pace for the victors, while the 
Huskies countered with John Kelley (20) 
and Dick York (11). 

Returning from vacation Gould trav- 
eled to Mexico, where they were stopped 
by the Pintos, 55-36. In this Western 
Maine Conference scrap the losers were led 
by Alex Foster, who swished 6 field goals 
and one free throw for a total of 1 3 
points. 

On January 10 Gould Academy was 
downed, 54-36, in a game played here in 
Bethel. Norway’s balanced scoring turned 
the trick, although Paul Hamilton and 
Dick Ramage were tops for the losers with 
14 and 10 markers. 

After a close first period in a game on 
January 13, Mechanic Falls moved out in 
front by 12 points as the half closed to 
virtually seal a verdict over Gould. The 
final tally showed the hosts on the short 
side of the ledger, 61-33. Scoring honors 
went to Paul Hamilton with 15 and John 
Kelley with 9. 

Coming on fast in the closing minutes, 
the South Paris Cardinals were able to de- 
feat Gould Academy, 65-55. It was a 
tough loss for the fired-up Huskies, who 
throughout the entire game had played 
fine offensive and defensive ball. Even as 
the third quarter ended, Paris was ahead 
by only 2 points, but the final period 
proved to be a different story. Dick Ram- 
age and Paul Hamilton captured the scor- 
ing honors with 36 points between them. 

Gould’s next game was played at the 
Norway Armory, where they dropped a 
57-34 decision to powerful Mechanic 
Falls. It was all Charlie Lenahan as he 
supplied 32 points, while the invaders’ 
Paul Hamilton tossed in 13. 

Here in Bethel on January 31, Gould 
won their first game of the season by 
clipping St. Patrick’s of Berlin, New 
Hampshire, 50-48. Paul Hamilton, play- 
ing his finest varsity game, showed the way 
with a 24-point performance. For once 
the locker room was filled with noise and 
excitement after the game! 

Next we encountered Mexico in a game 
at Gould, but the Pintos’ early lead was 


enough to carry them on to victory, 
56-51, primarily on the strength of Ron 
Kenoyer’s 24 points. Dick Ramage paced 
the Huskies with 17 points and teammate 
Paul Hamilton added 14. 

At Fryeburg on Saturday, February 4, 
Gould won its first Western Maine Con- 
ference game by trouncing Fryeburg 
Academy, 45-36. The Huskies were able 
to control the backboards during much of 
the game, thus setting the stage for their 
type of ball. Alex Foster with 12 points, 
Scott Cummings and John Kelley with 
10 apiece led the invaders to victory. 

Norway followed, but their fast finish 
enabled them to trip Gould Academy, 
59-42, although the visitors were ahead at 
the end of the first period. Once again 
Alex Foster was the high scorer, he being 
the only Gould eager to hit in double 
figures. 

The finale proved to be the most excit- 
ing game of the year as Bridgton barely 
got by Gould — 51-49. The game fea- 
tured four high-spirited seniors — Captain 
Alex Foster, John Kelley, Dick York, and 
Dave Lombard — playing their final game 
for dear old Gould. Alex Foster closed 
out his varsity career with an 18-point 
night, 1 6 of these coming in the first half 
on long set shots and short jumpers. 

Coach Bowhay's J. V.’s had a fair sea- 
son posting a 7 win and 7 lost record. 
Although they lost several close games, all 
of them proved to be very interesting and 
exciting. Congratulations are due Coach 
Bowhay for doing such a fine job with an 
inexperienced club. Yes, these are the 
boys who will be representing Gould dur- 
ing the next two or three years. 

Returning next year will be Scott Cum- 
mings, Paul Hamilton, Owen Melville, 
Emerson Merrill, and Allan Ring, while 
coming up from this year’s junior varsity 
squad will be Buddy Carver, Paul Imhof, 
Gordon Manuel, and Larry Smith. Un- 
doubtedly all of these boys will see action 
by the time the 1961-1962 season has 
drawn to a close. We wish next year’s 
team the best of luck and a winning sea- 
son. Score! Score! Score!

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One of the most active organizations at 
Gould has completed a very successful year. 
Under the able leadership of president, 
Sally Burns; vice-president, Claudia De- 
Monte; secretary, Norma Kimball; and 
treasurer, Carol Bilderback, the Girls’ 
Athletic Association has been an instru- 
mental factor in the sports program. 

Every girl enrolled in the school is an 
associate member of the organization and 
may attend the meetings and participate 
in all discussions, but will have no voting 
power or right to hold office. All girls 
who have earned ten points and paid 10 
cents in dues are active members and have 
full voting power and the right to be an 
officer. The active members elect a council 
which consists of all officers, four class 


representatives, seventeen managers, and 
twelve assistant managers. 

The Association controls the point sys- 
tem of the well-supported intramural pro- 
gram. Girls may receive class numerals 
for 50 points, a school letter for 100 
points, a letter pin for 150 points, and 
plaques are awarded to senior girls who 
have earned 200 points, have a rank of 
70 or above, and have maintained a high 
standard of sportsmanship and school 
spirit. These points are obtained by go- 
ing out for a sport and following the 
various requirements of that sport. Addi- 
tional points are received for class teams, 
sports day teams, and the Blue and Gold 
team, which is comprised of the outstand- 
ing athletes of each sport.

The Association is engaged in a series 
of events throughout the year. The special 
events include a welcome tea in September 
for all the new girls at Gould; a fall sports 
day with Kents Hill; an all school hal- 
loween party in October; a volleyball play 
day with Stevens in December; several 
all school skating parties; a winter sports 
day in February with Kents Hill; an ap- 
paratus and tumbling demonstration in 
April; a spring sports day in May; the an- 
nual Award Banquet; a council overnight; 
an association picnic, and the annual 
alumni softball game in June. 

The G.A.A. is not only concerned with 
the girls’ sports program. It is instru- 


mental in maintaining school spirit; it is 
responsible for the cheering squad; it assists 
in ski meets, and it earns money by selling 
refreshments at football and basketball 
games. 

The A. A. has established a reputation 
for doing every job well, and its members 
set an example of willingness, school spirit 
and school service, sportsmanship, and 
trust which can make every Gould girl 
proud. This active organization would 
not be able to function as successfully or 
obtain its many goals without the patient 
guidance and understanding of its adviser, 
Miss Duffy. The fondest memories many 
girls take away from Gould are concerned 
with the many activities of the Girls’ 
Athletic Association.

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Familiar to every girl at Gould Acad- 
emy is the girls’ athletic program, which, 
through its diversity of sports offered, pro- 
vides an opportunity for stimulating par- 
ticipation. Basic skills are taught in the 
daily gym classes, while after school 
healthy intramural competition provides 
an application of these skills. 

The fall program opened with hockey, 
archery, tennis, hiking and golf. This 
year the varsity hockey team scored a de- 
cisive defeat over Kents Hill in the annual 
Parents' Day meeting. Although the 
junior varsity lost their game, the success 
of their upperclassmates gave them a vic- 
torious feeling as well. The archery team 
proved superior to their foe, having 
chalked up many bull’s-eyes for the day; 
the tennis team, however, was less success- 
ful in meeting the expert players from 
Kents Hill. 


The second term brought a concen- 
trated effort in the fields of volleyball and 
bowling, highlighted by a playday with 
Stephens High School of Rumford in 
December. 

The advent of winter ushered in ski- 
ing, skating and basketball. This year 
the girls’ ski team grew considerably in 
size and enthusiasm; the number of meets 
was increased to five. The instructional 
ski program was greatly improved this 
season as the sixty-five skiers received 
training from the Nils Torgensen Ski 
School. Basketball and skating found 
many enthusiastic participants as well, 
clearly illustrated by the loud cheers emit- 
ting from the gym and the sizable group 
of skaters braving the sub-zero weather. 

As the brisk March wind and the first 
breaths of spring arrived on the Gould 
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campus, one saw the girls' gym filled 
with every type of gymnastic equipment. 
After school some girls entered for games 
of badminton and ping pong, while others 
practiced on the apparatus. The gym 
exhibition in April was the goal towards 
which all the gymnasts worked. 

True spring weather found the athletes 
on the fields playing archery, softball or 
tennis, preparing for their annual trip to 
Kents Hill. 


The governing body of the sports pro- 
gram throughout the year is the highly 
efficient Girls’ Athletic Association, which 
holds an annual banquet in May to make 
awards earned on the basis of a point 
system. 

Many thanks go to Miss Duffy, our 
very capable instructor, whose untiring 
efforts make the girls’ physical education 
program a success every year. 

Ann Ordway, ’61 
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It has been recently cited that .the 
American youth is not as physically fit 
as he should be. At Gould Academy with 
physical education being held five days a 
week instead of just once a week or every 
other day as in many schools, students at 
Gould are perhaps more physically fit than 
in other parts of the country. 

Under the guidance of “Joe” Rod- 
erick, gym classes are a lot of fun, and they 
condition the student. To begin a gym 
class everyone runs a set number of laps 
and does a small amount of calisthenics. 
After these have been done, some sport or 
gymnastic stunt is learned and practiced 
for the remainder of the class. 

In the fall while the weather permits, 
classes are held out-doors. Sports like 
touch football and soccer are played. If 
the weather is too wet or cold, indoor 
sports are played. These will include vol- 
leyball and Indian ball. When the cold 
of winter comes, classes are always indoors. 
These indoor classes start with basket- 
ball. Students who know nothing about 
basketball are taught the fundamentals. 
Everyone plays a little basketball. After 
basketball “Joe” starts everyone in on the 
trampoline. He teaches students how to 
do the basic steps of trampolining. When 
everyone has learned a little about the 
trampoline, tumbling is the next thing to 


be learned. Tumbling is very similar to 
trampolining except you use your own 
power and not that of the tramp. 

After several weeks of tumbling, “Joe” 
teaches the art of self-defense to his classes. 
This is wrestling and boxing. After be- 
ing instructed on the rules and holds, 
each student gets the chance to try his skill. 
The matches are in friendly competition, 
so no one gets hurt. During the winter 
months other gymnastic equipment, like 
the horse and parallel bars, is used a little. 
When the spring season arrives, classes 
move outdoors where track and field events 
are engaged in by everyone. Teams are 
chosen at this time of the year, and the 
two teams compete in softball games and 
in track events. This competition adds a 
little more enjoyment to the gym class. 

During the year strength tests are given. 
These tell “Joe” if you are weak in some 
part of your body. Corrective exercises 
are given during the winter. These are to 
help correct a sunken shoulder or flat feet. 

“Joe's” gym classes are an enjoyable 
break in the day for every student. Every 
boy learns a little about physical fitness 
and also gets a little knowledge on many 
other practical subjects from his gym class.
